Jury Is Instructed to Dismiss 
Physician Accused of Killing 
Woman. 


SHELBYVILLE. Iné., Rec. 9—Judge 
Alonzo Blair today instructed the jury 


to dismiss the case against Dr. William 
B Craig, charged with the murder of 
Dr. Helene Knabe at Indianapolis, Oct. 
2”, 1911. 

Th: freeing of Dr. Craig leaves the 
death of the woman physician a deeper 
mystery than ever, although the trial 
has tended to establish the fact that she 
was murdered. Whether the endeavor 
to find her slayer will continue is not 
known here. 

The motion to dismiss the case was 
made by Attorney Henry Spaan for the 
defendant yesterday when the State 
concluded its evidence. 

The sudden termination of the trial 
was not unexpected by those who have 
watched its progress. It was believed 
that the State had failed to make as 
strong a case against Dr. Craig as it 
had predicted. 

Mr. Spaan, in his argumetn in support 
uf his motion to dismiss the case, said 
he Lelieved Dr. Knabe was murdered, 
but declared it is a far cry from the 
proposition that Dr. Knabe ‘was mur- 
dered to the proposition that Craig did 
11.“ He declared the State had failed to 
connect Dr. Craig with the crime in any 
way and also had failed to establish any 
motive for the crime. 

Dr. Helene Knabe was one of the most 
prominent women doctors in the State 
and at one time was connected with the 
State Board of Health. She was found 
dead in her apartment in Indianapolis 
on the morning of Oct. 24, 1911, by her 
office girl, Miss Katherine McPherson. 
Two grand juries considered the case, 
but made no report. 

A number of women of Indianapolis 
then employed a private detective to 
gather evidence. It was on the detec- 
tive’s report that a third grand jury, on 
Dec. 31, 1912, indicted Dr. Craig and A. 
M. Ragsdale, an undertaker and ad- 
iministrator of the Knabe estate. Rags- 
dale was indicted as an accessory after 
the fact and, now that Craig has been 


‘lacquitted, probably will never be tried. 


Ragsdale Indictment Is Nollie Prossed. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 9.—The in- 
dictment against Alnozo M. Ragsdale, in- 
dicted with Dr. Craig for the murder of 
Dr. Helene Knabe, was nolle prossed in 
court here today by Prosecutor Baker 
ef Marion County. 


BABY ABANDONED ON 
INFIRMARY DOORSTEPS 


(Milkman Finds Shivering Girl at 
St. Mary’s; Another Left at 
Foundling Asylum. 


A milkman, visiting St. Mary's In- 
firmary, 1536 Papin street, at dawn Mon- 
day, found a girl, 2 days old, wrapped 
in a blanket, shivering on the steps. 
He called the aisters, and the infant, 
which was too chilled to cry, was taken 
inside the hospital, warmed and nour- 
ished. 

The physicians named the infant 
“Mary Stone,” and recommended, later 
in the day, that it be taken to St. 
Ann’s Foundling Asylum, Union and 
Page boulevards. 

A young woman employed at the in- 
firmary was sent to St. Ann’s with the

“Grandmother of Revolution“ in 


Garb of Man Flees When Con- 


spirator Takes Her Place. 


a PETE RSBURG, Dec. 9%.—Dis- 
patches from Irkutsk today tell of a 
second unsuccessful attempt to escape 
from exile in Siberia, made early this 
morning by Mme. Catherine Breshkov- 
skaya, “Grandmother of the Russian 
revolution,” whose case at the time of 
her condemnation in March, 1910, aroused 
widespread interest in Burope and the 
United States. 

Mme. Breshkovskaya was sentenced 
to perpetual exile after a trial which 
was watched with intense Interest 
throughout the world. She was charged 
with revolutionary conspiracy in con- 
junction with Nicolas Tchaikovsky, the 
father of the revolution, who had been 
active for reform since 1870. The man 
was acquitted on evidence brought from 
the United States. 

Refused te Piead for Clemency. 

Because she would not plead for the 
Russian Emperor's clemency, Mme. 
Breshkovskaya was incarcerated at Ki- 
rensk, a penal settlement 400 miles north- 
east of Irkutsk. 

The police kept close wateh oa her 
there, as it was expected she. would 
make an attempt to escape, 80 as to 
join the scattered remnants of the group 
to which ghé had belonged. 

According to the Novo Vremya, Mme. 
Breshkovakaya on Dec. 1 went to dinner 
under police escort at the lodging of a 
fellow exile, Viadimiroff, and remained 
there till evening. Then a companion, 
Anfreeff, dressed in Mme.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The Sun prints 

the following Washington dispatch: 

“Simultaneously with the concentra- 
tion of attention of the Department of 
State upon its efforts to get fair elec- 
tions in Santo Domingo next week, there 
has developed in Washington several 
reports regarding the American Min- 
ister there, James M. Sullivan of New 
York, who was counsel for Jack Rose 
ix. the Becker trial last year. 

“Mr. Sullivan’s personal and offiical 
eenduct are said to be involved in 
charges made by Charles B. Curtis, sec- 
retary of legation at Santo Domingo 
City. Secretary Curtis, it is ynderstood, 
refused to continue service Under Mr. 
Sullivan and received permission to 
come to the United States with the 
understanding that he is not to be re- 
turned to the Dominican post. 

Conduct Causes Comment. 

“State Department officials are silent 
regarding the charges against Minister 
Sullivan. From other sources, however 
it is learned that Sullivan’s conduct in 
Santo Domingo City has attracted con- 
siderable attention and has been the 
subject of much comment. 

“Inquiries are being made by mem- 
bers of Congress into the facts in the 
case and in some quarters there is talk 
cf an attempt to bring about a con- 
gressional investigation. Among mat- 
ters attracting attention is the granting 
of a railroad concession in Santo Do- 
mingo to T. J. Sullivan, said to be a 
cousin of Mr. Sullivan. 

“In the same connection much interest 
was aroused by the statement made by 
James K. McGuire, former Mayor of 
Syracuse, now under charges in New 
York state in connection with congres- 
sional contributions, in which he gives 
an account of his visit to Santo Do- 
mingo last fall on the invitation of Mr. 
Sullivan.

The American Minister,’ McGuire is 
quoted as saying, ‘wrote to me in Oc- 
tober to go down in November and ex- 
amine the proposals and character of 
the work (public works planned by the 
Cominican Government). While in 
Santo Domingo City I remained at the 
Legation, as there is no fit hotel My 
brother-in-law is to go down next month 
and make an estimate on a road 125 
rulles long and to figure on some rail- 
way work.’

Billboard Interests Lack Votes. 

A poll of the City Council, made 
Tuesday by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
indicates the billboard interests lack 
enough votes to accomplish the much 
sought repeal of the 1905 ordinance 
which regulates billboards and under 
which McKelvey says he will proceed to 
tear down illegal billboards. 

The Public Improvement Committee, 
of which Councilman Protzmann is 
chairman, and Councilmen Meehan and 
Fletcher are members, announced an- 
other public hearing for Thursday night.

McKelvey declared he would notify 
owners of illegal billboards and owners 
of property on which the billboards are 
erected, that they must be removed 
within three days after notice is re- 
ceived. If the boards are not removed 
by the owners, McKelvey will raze them 
at the city’s expense, afterwards suing 
the owners for the cost for removal. 
Out of 508 billboards already inspected 
by McKelvey’s assistants, none was 
found to be within the legal require- 
ments. 

What Requirements Are. 

A billboard, to be legal, must not be 
higher than 14 feet from the ground, 
must have a 4-foot clearance between 
the ground and the bottom of the board 
must not be larger than 500 square feet, 
must be back at least 15 feet, from the 
sidewalk line and not within 6feetcfa 
building. The board is limited to a 
depth of 10 feet and a width of 50 feet. 
A space of 2 feet between each board is 
required.

Statements by Board Members. 
The statements of Supt. Blewett and 
members of the board concerning the 
matter were as follows: 

BEN BLEWETT, Superintendent of 
Instruction: The punishment of suspen- 
sion is more severe than corporal pun- 
ishment, and should be a last resort. 
Corporal punishment, as defined in our 
rules, and where necessary, is perfectly 
proper. All the pupils, not one, must be 
considered. The disobedient pupil. one 
might say, is a lawbreaker, the same as 
a man who goes out and opposes the 
community at large. In ten weeks, witc« 
an enrollment of 980,000 in our city 
schools, we have had only 53 cases of 
corporal punishement. In the Meicher 
boy’s case, the parents have made ora! 
protest. I have seen the boy’s oack, 
and the reports of the marks left by 
the whipping have been greatly oxag- 
gerated. I believe Principal Nantz acted 
entirely within his right. He pleaded 
and entreated, both with the boy and 
the parents, then punished the boy, act- 
ing as the agent of the parents, who, I 
understand, agreed to the puniahment. 
EDWARD A. RAITHEL, president 
of the board: When all other means 
fail and something positive must be 
done with a disobedient pupil, then, I be- 
lieve, corporal punishment, with the ap- 
proval of the parents and after con- 
sultation with the teacher, is proper. 
Such punishment should not be too se- 
vere and must be within the interpreta- 
tion ef the board’s rules. In general, I 
believe in moral suasian. It ois only 
in extreme cases that punishment is 
necessary. The present rule was effeo- 
tive before I became a member of the 
board. Whether it may be modified I 
cannot say. I think the case of the 
Melcher boy has been exaggerated. Prin- 
cipal Nants, from the facts I have 
learned, apparently acted within his 
rights and will be defended. 

HERMAN MAUCH, vice-president

I 
would not say, offhand, what limita- 
tions should be plated upon its ad- 
ministration by teachers. 

AUGUST H. KUHS; If my children 
disobey their teachers, and the teach- 
ers will notify me, I will administer 
the corporal punishment. I would 
prefer to do 80, especially when se- 
vere punishment is contemplated. In 
cases where the teachers deem cor- 
poral punishment necessary, I think 
they should communicate with the 
parents, and then if the parents de- 
sire the teacher to’ administer the 
punishment, that is another matter.

REFUGEES FROM 


CHIRUARUA TRAMP 
INTO BORDER TOWN 


Four Thousand Federal Soldiers 
and Civilians Arrive Opposite 
Presidio, Tex. 


FOOD SENT OVER LINE 


Citizens Who Made Eight-Day 
March on Foot Across Desert 
May Come to U. 8. 


By Associated Press. 
PRESIDIO, Tex., Dec. 9.—For as far 


ar the eye could reach there stretched 
out over the desert south of Ojinaga, 
Mexico, opposite Presidio, today the 
straggling end of the Mexican Federal 
army and the civilians who fled from 
Chihuahua to safety on the United 
States border. It was expected th; 
refugees would continue to arrive at 
Ojinaga all day. A few who reached 
the American side said the exodus in- 
ciuded more than 4000 persons. 

The Federal troops, including the most 
important Federal Generals in the North, 
continued in their work of fortifying the 
village. This, taken with the fact that 
Gen. Ynez Salazar immediately on his 
arrival communicated with Mexico City, 
indicated that the Federals intended to 
trake N defense on the border at least 
until they could receive orders from 
the Huerta Government. Food supplies, 
of which the Federals were in great 
need, will be sent across the river, but 
the United States troops have been in- 
structed to guard closely against any 
infraction of the neutrality laws. 

The civilians who endured the hard- 
ships of the eight-day march from Chi- 
huahua, mostly on foot, rather than face 
the invasion of Chihuahua City by 
rebels, are to be allowed to cross. They 
will be taken 50 miles by automobiles 
and wagons to Marfa thence to El Paso 
and other cities. 

The story brought by the refugees 
was that they left Chihuahua on three 
trains, hoping to cover the distance to 
Falomir, the end of the uncompleted 
railroad about a third of the way across 
the desert, but that a short distance out 
of the city the first train was wrecked. 
All then had to start the journey on 
foot, the Federals first dynamiting the 
engines and burning up more than 100 
cars to prevent their falling into the 
hands of the rebels. 

Huerta’s Two Daughters and Sen-in-~ 
Law Go to Guadalajara. 
MEXICO CITY, Dec. 9.—Provisional 
President Huerta’s family again is 
reported to have left the capital. A 
report, apparently well founded, cur- 
rent here today, was te the effect 
that the members of the President's 
household had gone to Guadalajara, 
the capital of the State of Jalisco, 
from which it was said they will so 
to the Pacific port of Manzanillo, in 

the State of Colima. 

Capt. Luis Fuentes, President 
Huerta’s son-in-law, Mrs. Fuentes and 
Miss Dlena Huerta, another daughter, 
were in the party which went to 
Guadalajara. It is reported the 
President’s wife also has left the 
capital, but this is not confirmed. 


Carranza Repeats Refusal to Nego- 
tiate With Huerta. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Gen. Venustianv 
Carranza, chief of the Constitutional- 
ists, in answer to an inquiry as to 
whether he was conducting negotiations 
with Gen. Huerta, as reported in some 
sources last night, sent the following 
reply from Hermossi Hermosille to the 
Associated Press: 

“Answering your message of today, I 
have declared many times that I will 
not enter into any negotiations with 
Gen. Huerta.”

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RAILROAD PLUNDER. : 


The forecast of the report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in which it is stated that 
suits for restitution against officers of the rail 
road participating in deals with the road will be 
recommended, is interesting. 

Restitution suits are the logical results of 
the revelations brought out by the commission's 
inquiry which merely scratched the surface of 
Frisco juggling. 

The way has been cleared for the receivers 
to bring suits under order of court by the resig- 
pation of Mr. West from the receivership. But 
whether or not an official suit of this kind shall 
be brought rests with the court and the receivers. 

Stockholders have taken steps to bring suits 
by asking permission in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, but as a rule stockholders are ham- 
pered by lack of facilities and money in seeking 
redress. 

The Frisco scandal should be taken up by 
Congress with two objects in view: 

1. To facilitate the process of obtaining resti- 
tution for the benefit of investors and the public. 

2. To prevent financial juggling and official 
conspiracies to plunder in future. 

Suits to restore the spoils of official plunder 
might be facilitated and made more effective by 
empowering the Department of Justice to bring 
suits when conditions justify such action. 

Official conspiracies to despoll railroads by 
secretly juggling and plundering deals may be 
prevented by giving the Interstate Commerce 
Commission full power to regulate railroad 
finances. 

The first step towards these desirable ends is 
a thorough congressional inquiry into the man- 
agement of the Frisco and other railroads which 
have suffered from official spoliation. 
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The Mulhall committee’s report creates more 


than a presumptive conviction that the Illinois

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_ QUESTIONS ASKED OF CITIES. 
"What is your tax rate? This is the first 
question asked of any city by the prospec- 
‘Not always. 

Most shrewd business men in these days, seck- 
ing locations for new undertakings—factories, 
branch stores or what not—iook deeper than that. 
They wish to know what the people of the city 
their taxes; whether the water supply is 
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involve our own Government in their embarrassing 
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fair cost; whether transportation ig good and ! 
cheap; whether sale and rental values of suitable 
sites are moderate or excessive; whether the bank- 
ers of the city are banded together to extort an 
undue share of the new industry's prospective 
profits as the price of their accommodation, or 
are disposed to encourage legitimate new business 
with liberal treatment. 

High taxes may not be high when the money is 
wisely invested in making a city clean, comfotta- 
ble and beautiful. Low taxes are high when the 
money is not intelligently expended: Neither 
high taxes wisely spent nor low taxes wasted in 
graft and folly will attract the prospective in- 
vestor to a city whose resources of credit, light, 
heat, power, transportation and land are monopo- 
lized by an inside clique and sold at rates higher 
than are demanded in competing cities. 

It may be added that the best manufacturers 
prefer to do business in cities where the labor 
question has been adjusted to high levels of wages 
and skill, through fair dealings between associa- 
tions of workers and of employers. |

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BANKS AS PUBLIC UTILITIES.” 

Bankers have been slow to learn they are not 

engaged in a private business, Many of them have 
not yet learned it. 

The private owners of the railroads had the 
jsame difficulty. They; too, resented governmental 
“meddling” with their right to do what they 
pleased with their own property.” 

A bank is an agency chartered by Government 
to serve industry. The Government makes money. 
It charters banks to put this money into circula- 
tion among the people. The bank’s primary func- 
tion is to loan money—its own, bought from the 
Government, and that of its depositors—to men 
who need money to create and carry on business. 
Its legitimate profit is derived from interest 
charges on the money it so loans. 

The banker, then, is a trustee for the Govern- 
ment, entrusted with the profitable privilege of 
distributing the Government's money equitably 
among its citizens us they may need and deserve 
it. When, in this relation, a banker withholds 
his service from on.) who is entitled to it, or grants 
his service to one who is not entitled to it, he 


ship. 

When bankers unite to use their mastery of 
business credit as a weapon with which to sieze 
control of industry, they far exceed the measure 
of authority with which it is safe to clothe men in 
their position. That the principal bankers of the 
country have done this, is the essence of the accu- 
sation against the so-called Money Trust. 

It begins to be apparent that the Government 
will presently have to restrict bankers by law to 
the banking business, just as it did some years ago 
by law restrict railroads to the railroad business. 
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HUERTA’S BELGIAN CONCESSION. 

As an expressiin of contempt for President 
Wilson's Mobile speech, Dictator Huerta has forced 
through the Mexican Congress a concession to a 
Belgian syndicate for building railroads totaling 
2200 miles in different parts of the country. That 
it was intended : such an expression is shown 
by the circumstan;:es under which it was passed. 
Sanction was given by a regime fully conscious 
that it is facing st crisis, and the deliberation de- 
manded by a mea ure of its importance was lack- 
ing. The syndicate promoters themselves as well 
as Huerta, must be aware that prompt steps for 
abrogating it will be taken on the restoration of 
constitutional government. 

Its passage illustrates the origin of not a few 
of the foreign claims that cause almost endless 
difficulties in Latin-American capitals, and even 


consequences. What Huerta meant as a defiance 
is a striking vindication of what President Wilson 
said about government of concessionaires, by con- 
cessionaires and for concessionaires. If a domina- 
tion by foreign interests acquired in a legal way 
is to be deprecated, what is to be said of a domi- 
nation by foreign interests acquired in this irreg- 
ular and doubtful fashion? 
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SPENDING THE MONEY. 
N. U. Twining, chief of the U. S. Naval Ord- 
nance Bureau, reports that the adoption of thicker: 
armor calls for the adoption of higher power shells 
to pierce it. 
The desired shells having been duly provided, it 
will then become necessary to procure still thicker 
armor. 
The reader, paying the bills, may think himself 
entitled to a moment of meditation on this end- 
less-chain method of getting rid of Government 
revenue. If he concludes that it is, in the present 
stage of what we call civilization, a necessary 
evil, he may make up his mind to help abate that 
evil by urging his Government to lay more stress 
on arbitration treaties and less on preparation for 
wars which the arbitration treaties, if generally 
adopted, might prevent.

Hunt Wrote as a Citisen. 

Gov. Hunt wrote as an individual citi- 
zen of the United States and as a friend 
oi Carranza, protesting against the exe- 
cutions. The Mexican leader’s reply be- 
gins with a polite reference to Gov. 
Hunt's kindness and says misunder- 
standings sometimes result from an in- 
sufficient understanding of the Mexi- 
can character. 

He then narrates many iniquities 
which he attributes to Huerta’'s men, 
such as murder, robbery and rapine, and 
continues: 

“Destructive acts of this char- 
acter have made it apparent that the 
cause which I represent has consti- 
tuted not only a political revolution 
but also has the character of a pro- 
ceeding of calm and deliberate justice 
which punishes the culpable, and safe- 
— the Mexican family. 


ollows Law of Gen. Juare 
4 * — determined. within the ‘spirit 


of our Constitution, and without any 
feeling of passion, but deliberately and 
with circumspection, to pursue these 
ends, until gradually the exercise of 
clemency and magnanimity can be at- 
tained in satisfaction of an imperative 
demand of justice and the urgent ne- 
cessity of securing peace and of insur- 
ing the future welfare of the nation. I 
have. determined to enforce vigorously 
and in accordance with the proclama- 
tion which was duly issued on May 4, 
1918, the law of Gen. Juarez of Jan. %, 
1862, which defines and punished de- 
lirquencies inimical to the public peace. 

„With strict adherence to the law pro- 
vided the Huertaista officers were tried 
and executed in the City of Juarez and 
among them were some who had been 
captured at Torreon by this same Gen. 
Villa, who, after pardoning them, agreed 
that they should be enlisted in our 
forces, among which they endeavored 
thereafter, but unsuccessfully, to create 
a defection of the men whom I intrust- 
ed to their command, finally deserting 
W re-engage in crime. 

“Tt is true that the established prin- 
ciples observed in international wars 
oxtend to prisoners the privilege of par- 
don or immunity from bodily harm, but 
in civil struggles the most civilized na- 
tions of all ages have employed more 
rigorous and bloody means even than 
we have been compelled to adopt; and 
with reference to the executions of the 
officers in the City of Juarez, there 
should be perceived, not any needless 
cruelty was visited upon prisoners of 
war, but merely such punishment as 
was prescribed by law applicable to of- 
fenders against the public peace and 
safety. 

“The Mexican people, in the beginning 
of this civil struggle, initiated by Hon. 
Francisco I. Madero, exhausted all their 
power of clemency and forgiveness, but 
experienced as the only results of their 
magnanimity, tyranny to their country’s 
interior and the loss of prestige outside 
its borders. Today I want to insure the 
operation of the country’s institutions 
and to re-establish tranquility for all 
time by means of definite and effective 
restoration of the national organiza- 
tion.

CHANCELLOR DEFIES 
GERMAN PARLIAMENT 


Dares It to Amend Constitution 
to Hold Him Responsible 


for Emperor’s Acts. 

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—The Imperial Chan- 
cellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, to- 
day defied Parliament to pass amend- 
ments to the Constitution, proposed by 
the Socialists; which would make him 
responsible to the House for the acts 
of the Emperor and providing for his 
dismissal on the demand of the House. 

Philip Scheidemann, one of the Social- 
‘st leaders, at the opening of the budget 
debate today moved the adoption of the 
amendments put forward by his party 
and appealed to the House to refuse to 
vote supplies until Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg had either resigned or 
had been dismissed by the Emperor. 

The Chancellor thereupon declared the 
amendments were a clear invasion of the 
Imperial prerogative and announced that 
be had neither presented his resigna- 
tion nor did he intend to do so as a con- 
sequence of the vote of nonconfidence 
passed by the House Dec. 4.
